Some actual examples were^clted 
by the committee,. À book on his- 
pital constriiction, selling at $7.50 in 
the U.S., retails for $13.25 in Can- 
ada. A European History, necessary 
to the university student, is $5.50 
in the States but $8.50 here. 

■ English books .are also in" a~ high 
price range, and in a comparison' of 
prices reveals several discrepancies. 
With a 25 shillings book used as an 
example of' the English price, the 
same book would cost the Canadian 
student anywhere from $7.50 to 
$5.25, depending on the margin of 
profit on which the book seller may 
be operating., A further discrepancy

Liquid Helium 
Defies Gravity 
In New Tests 



London, Ont., (CUP) — Discov- 
ery of a fourth state of matter, a 
super fluid which defies the laws 
of gravity- and conducts heat bet- 
ter tiian silver or copper, was de- 
scribed here recently by Dr. A. D. 
Miseiicr, new head of the depart- 
ment of physics at the University 
of Western Ontario. 

The substance, . known as liquid 
helium II, was explained before, an 
open meeting ' of thé local branch 
of the Canadian Association* of 
Physicists in the Science building. 
Liquid heliuin II 'Is found when 
helium is lowered to' a temperature 
of 2.IB degrees absolute, in the 
neighborhood of minus 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit.:,,. , 

While studying for his" MA. at 
the ^University 0^ -Toronto, Dr. 
MIsen'ér ' became interested in the 
unique properties ,ot tlie substance. 
He was attempting to measure Its 
viscosity . wben^so'mé of the incred- 
ible • properties '; tiecamc - apparent. 
Even the, use of some Rube Gold- 
berg type of Inventions failed to 
produce factual results. The onl.v 
conclusion was that a ' superfluid 
existed. ' ■ 

Dr. Misener ■ contiued his ex- 
periments at Cambridge and while 
attempting to measure the thermal 
conductivity of liquid helium II h;j 
uncovered the "super properties." 
Liquid helium II conducts hieat I,- 
000 times better than do silver or 
copper, the best modern usable 
conductors. Other experiments re- 
vealed that the liquid defies grav- 
ity. 

The two-fluid theory provides an 
explanation for the phenomena. 
Some of the atoms are at absolute 
zero, while, others are not. ■ ■>

and self-consclotuijeuj^éu^o^^ 
dians. Among iHe^French-Canadlan 
novels the speaker outlined were 
Philippe Panton's "Trente Arpents."

Sir i nomas 
On Ballet 



With a hearty "Here we go!". Sir 
Thomas Beecham launched into an 
eloquent historlcai^cobunt of ballet 
Monday night' in^Wii^or Hall. 

'Ballet," he stated, ''is one of the 
most highly organized collective 
affairs yet teen." He began by dis- 
cussing the "very respectable an- 
tiquity" of the Greek ballet, re- 
marking that "the Greek drama 
was a species of Grand Opera," 
and that it included an artistic 
combination of speech, songs, 
music, and dances. 

Sir Thomas described the French 
renewal of the ballet in the time 
of Louis XlV, saying that the 
French were the inventors of far 
more, new dancing forms than any 
of their European contemporaries, 
and deploring "the creative poverty 
along this line of the Anglu- 
Saxons".' 

Handel was an outstanding con- 
tributor to ballet, in the opinion of 
Sir Thomas, since "his three best 
and ripest works are In a forin of 
new entertainment in that period 
— the Opera Ballet," anà also be- 
cause he wrote "better dance'music 
than anyone before or after hit 
time until the nineteenth century". 
To Illustrate his pomt. Sir Thomas 
played three selections from Handel 
on the phonograph. 

He cited Adolphe Adam . as the 
creator of modern French ballet, 
remarking that he and his suc- 
cessor, Dellbes, attained a higli 
point which has not since . been 
reached. .. 

Sir Thomas praised Diaghilev 
highly for creating the finest danc- 
ing the world has ever seen, and 
menttonedi'great artlits like Pavlova 
Ini this ciDnnecUon/"'The crowning 
achievement of tlic old Russian 
ballet" was the composition of 
Petrushka, which Stravinsky wrote 
especially for the ballet Sir 
Thomas said that no one has taken 
the place of Dlagllhev, nor haj 
anything taken the place of the 
ballet as he created It. 

Speaking of the present and 
future of the ballet he said, "tne 
ballet In a way Is In a better con- 
dition than the opera and other 
arts ' today." He pointed , out that 
the Russian Instruction' is respon- 
sible tor a new teçh'nical , standariL 
Sir Thbinas' Is confident that ballet 
It here to stay, tlnce there is even 
a tchool of ballet In Australia now. 

Sir .Thomas concluded on' an op- 
timistic note. "Ballet has clearly 
had its great lips'and downs. We 
can always dltcover the Influence 
of one man or a few men. We must 
hope for the beit, but .there it 
material. We have a, 'generation! of

Fencing, which requires more 
skill than the average sport, Is 
really classified as an art Its ori- 
gin as we know It dates bacic (o 
the sixteenth century. ]ns(ead of 
using rapiers, broad-iwords, dag- 
gers and cuUassei we now use 
foils, Epees and sabres. Each wea- 
pon has its own skill and (he 
targets vary. 

The Foil being the basic weapon 
is taught first; hits to be good are 
only straight points .'on ■ the torso; 
the head, legs and arms do not 
count Next' comes to Spec, or 
duelling-sword; this weapon is 
fashioned from the old rapier but 
instead of a straight point we at- 
tach a "pointe d'arrctte" or more 
commonly called "three points"; 
these project about 1/16 of 'an inch 
from their wrapping.' This' is done 
to enable the Judges to see the 
points as the whole body is a legal 
target from the feet to the top of 
tho head. The final weapon to be 
taught is (he sabre; (he rules and 
conventions with this weapon are 
similar to the foil, except that hits 
to count, are either straight points 
or cuts with the cutting edge or 
wlh the first 18 inches of the back 
edge, on the body anywhere -from 
the groin up, incldding head and 
arms. 

I should mention here that men 
usually i^earo ^ejt tiirêe' weapons 
for compétUioivfwhé^ the ladles 
only compete with the foil. 

It can be said that no one Is too 
old to fence. I could cltV numerous 
cases of fencers whose ages range 
between fifty and' leventy but 
whiose ardor remains undimmed, 
and ! question whether %ny other 
sport can produce representatives 
of similar age sn active, so virile 



and possessing the stamina of war- 
riors. '

IJ.N.Bi Exams 
Are: Gancelled 
At Christmas 

Fredcricton. N.B. — (CUP) — A 
radical change was introduced lo 
the' studeht body ot the University 
of New Brunswick recently when 
the abolition ot Christmas exam- 
inations in .all. two-term courses 
was announced. The student reac- 
tion 'was, contrary, lo opinion, 
against the -issue. 

A poll conducted by the student 
paper, The Brunswickan, showed 
that 71 per cent pt students were 
not in favor ot the decision to 
abolish examinations. • 

A general Faculty meeting on 
October IB decided that Christ- 
mas examinations, in all two term 
courses will be abolished. The move 
was not completely unexpected and 
had been..the„basis fo^' rumor, In 
circulation jincè ' tlie term opened. 
The official announcement was ac- 
companied with considerable stir, 
however, and has set discussion 
groups afire in every - corner ot 
the campus. 

An official release from the pre 
sident's office to The Brunswieken 
listed the., arguments tor 'the mov 
as 'presented : by the' cominiltee ot 
four, headed by Or, Tracy of - the 
English Department: 

"Christmas examinations will be 
abolished in ail two-term (full 
year) courses. Final examinations 
in one-tcrrh courses of the first 
term will be held during the last 
two days of term. A minimum 
credit ot at least 20 per cent will 
be ^ given in the final standing ot 
each student,' (i.e., at the. end ot 
the academic year) in each sub- 
ject for term work, which will 
consist, as it does now, of essays, 
laboratory and other reports, and 
tests, . 

"It it should prove advisable to 
take — say — three days, instead 
ot two, tor the Christmas exam- 
inations in one-term courses ot the 
first term, arrangements to do so 
will be made. . 



LPP Speaker 
Sees Liberties 
Threatened 



"Many gbverhmenis ot the pres- 
ent day are attempting to curb the 
voicing- ot progressive thought and 
the civil liberties of the people in 
their respective countries," said 
Mrs. Betty Issenman at an LPP 
meeting in the Uiiion,, yesterday. 

"The students of McGill have an 
excellent record for prcserviiig 
civil liberties. This has been seen 
in their protest against the ban- 
ning ot Tirn Buck and some loyal 
ist Spanisli speakers and their re 
sentment against the 'Padlock 
Law*", she continued. 

"However," she went on, "McGill 
students are bccomltig lethargic al- 
though world socialism has ad- 
vanced and this is the tim^ wlien 
we should be prepared to. defend
